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The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Upon review of the rejections of record, the Examiner came to appreciate 
Applicants' position. In particular, the Stone ('915), which is one of the closest prior art 
references, does replace create a bleeding bone bed, but replaces the removed tissue 
with substantially non-immunogenic articular cartilage heterograft instead of with a 4 to 
200 layer submucosa tissue as claimed. On the other hand, Patel ('969) teaches 8 
layer submucosa tissue constructs, but only teaches that they can be used to replace 
vascular tissue and connective tissue. Kurland ('458) teaches replacing articular 
cartilage, but replaces it with pericardial tissue instead of a 4 to 200 layer submucosa 
tissue construct as claimed. For these reasons, none of these references anticipate the 
claim language. 

Furthermore, the Examiner came to the conclusion that it would not have been 
obvious to combine these references with each other or with any others of record 
because there is no clear teaching of replacing one tissue type for another. In addition, 
the prior art rarely makes multiplayer tissue constructs as presently claimed so one 
lacks motivation to make such constructs from single layer constructs. 

For these reasons, the claims are considered patentable over the prior art of 

record.
